A very tragic accident occurred 
last Monday seven miles north of Al­ 
vord which cost the lire of Little Ber­ 
tha Mae Teel, fo ur-y ear-old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Teel, who were 
guests at the home of Mr. and Mrs.

PROSPERITY COMES 
FROM MILK SALES 


D ecatur’s whole milk station, oper­ 
ated by Messrs. Hinkle and Tucker 
is proving to be one of the most im­ 
portant industries in the city. 
The 
business started on a small scale 
some time ago, has grown in volume 
steadily until this station now has 
over 35 customers, from whom is 
bought daily an average of 350 gal­ 
lons of whole milk. 
The price being 
paid for the milk now is 50 cents per 
pound for butter fat, and the firm is 
paying out to those selling milk over 
$600 per week. 
The milk is brought 
in and placed in a large ice box, 
where it is cooled to 65 degrees. The 
cans are loaded on a truck early 
every morning, packed in ice, a n i 
carried to Dallas and delivered to the 
Tennessee Dairy, one of the largest 
and best creameries in the state. 
Messrs. Hinkle and Tucker, in con­ 
versation with the Messenger man, 
stated that the milk business is prov­ 
ing prosperous to every man who is 
selling milk. 
Many farm ers who are 
milking a few good cows as a side 
line, using only a few hours a day in 
J he task, 
are making 
more than 
enough to pay all their family ex­ 
penses. 
“A man can take fifteen 
good cows and clear more the year 
round than he could on a hundred 
acre farm ," stated Mr. Tucker. 
He 
stated that several men here in town 
were making good money by devoting 
a few hours each day to tending a 
few good milk cows and selling the 
whole milk. 
“One m an," states Mr. 
Hinkle, has twelve cows, and from 
them he .has for ever a year been 
clearing over $ 1 0 0 per month, and 
he does not devote over tour hours a 
day to the job." 
With such facts 
before them, the farmers of this sec­ 
tion need no argum ent to prove that 
the dairy business is a paying propo­ 
sition, and that it is proving the sal­ 
vation of this section today. 
With 
crop failures and low prices for farm 
products staring them in the face, 
opportunity knocks with double force 
upon the door of e\ ery farmer. 
Messrs. Hinkle & Tucker also op­ 
erate the clearing house for the “Egg 
Circle,” which has n large member­ 
ship in this community. 
They are 
shipping over twenty cases a week of 
“circle" eggs, which are now bring­ 
ing 35 cents a dozen. 
The price of 
“circle” eggs averages from 5 cents 
to 17 cents above those sold by those 
not members of the ’circle."

ganizatior of the “circle" has guar­ 
anteed them a market and better 
price for their eggs.

BEST TIME TO SELECT CALF 


Make 
Selection 
of 
Young 
Animal 
While It Is With Its Mother and 
Before Weaned. 


The hest time to select a calf la at 
a few months of age, when It may be 
seen with its mother, or, at any rate, 
before It Is weaned. Observe the calf’! 
moi her. 
If she is a wide, deep-bodied 
cow with plenty of size and la giving 
a liberal supply of milk, you may be 
reasonably sure that the calf, if sired 


Select the Calf lf Possible When 
May Be Seen With Its Mother. 
It 


by a good bull and properly cared for, 
will grow into a useful breeding an­ 
imal. 
Another advantage of selecting 
the calf at this time Is th a t It may be 
necessary to select It at weaning time 
or even after it is weaned, b u t the best 
time, as stated, Is before weaning. 
Calves are frequently classified at 
fairs and calf shows as “senior” and 
“junior” calves, depending upon Hie 
tim e of year they were dropped. 
A 
calf, for instance, that w as dropped 
between September I and December 
31 the year previous to the show, 
would he classed as “senior” calf, and 
one dropped between Ja n u ary I and 
August SI previous to the show, a 
“junior” calf. 
As a rule, a fall or se­ 
nior calf, on account of Its age at the 
usual time of holding the show, Is to 
he preferred, although there are ad­ 
vantages In selecting a spring or Ju­ 
nior calf, especially one dropped in 
Jan u ary or not later than February. 
This, however, depends uivon the rules 
>f the contest at which the calf is to 
lie shown and upon the facilities at 
hand for feeding and earing for it.

In­ 
vestigation revealed that the cow had 
been sent to the city by a dairyman 
who was delivering the milk from his 
herd to an orphan asylum of the city, 
and also that the milk was not pas­ 
teurized. 
Upon further investigation, in which 
the slate authorities at H artford co­ 
operated. ti test of lite entire herd was 
made. 
Of it total of 2a cattle, 23 re- 
aeted to the tuberculin test.

quit!, and is now in turn being dis­ 
placed in Japan by the electric trolley 
car.
